T. Hunter conveying to 
the city a strip of ground tbirty-two feet 
wide on the west side of their property 
on East Third street atid extending 
throuKh to Second, to be used u a atreet 
The law reqairee that a plat aeoonpaoy 
aneh dedication abowing the gronnd and 
adjacent property, and on motion it was 
ordered that the conveyance waa ac- 
cepted on the grantoia' eompUairae aa to 
plat, &o. 

The Waya and Meana Committee re- 
ported Um payment of 16,000 railroad 

bonds and $4,000 emergency honds with 
coupons of $90.65. The cancelled bonds 
and coapona were preaented, found cor- 
rect and deetroyed in preaenoeol Coancil. 

The Committee on Claims and A ccoants 
reported on certain claims referred to 
them. The committee allowed the clai m 
of the Oltlcene' Oaa Light Company of 
$420 for arc liicht overlooked at Huston 
street, alao the claim of Judge A. M. J. 
Cochran, E 1. Worthingloa and L. W. 
Qalbraith $500 for attorney fees, and T. 
M. Wood $132 for extra services aa City 
Attorney. The report was received and 
orders drawn for the claims allowed. 

City Attorney Wood presented a state- 
ment showing in detail list of suits proe- 
ecuted against the city and by the city 
since he entered upon his duties. Suite 
for damages amounting to a total $41,214 
bad been filed against the city, and 
amounting to $4,363 by the city. As a 
rt'Bult of these suite judgments amount- 
ing to a total of $2,944 86 have been ob- 
tained againat the city, and the dty baa 
recovered judgments for $3,556.50. The 
total attorneya ieea paid in theae ca aea 
amooat to $1 ,085. Mr. Wood atated that 
if the Council would order the Lay ton 
j udgmentof $200 paid the city would have 
a clean record in the Circoit Court. X>n 
motion an order for tha amoiut was 
drawn.

On motion of Mr. Keith the order re- 
quiring the Chief of Police to make 
monthly report^ of the number of arreata 
by the police waa reeeinded. 

The Ways and Means Committee was 
authoriie<l to use money on hand to- 
wards paying off the outstanding emerg 
eory bonds. 

Mr. Derscb reported he bad frequently 
noticed public lights in the Ftrat ward 
not hurnioKat nittht. Mr. Stallcap stated 
that the police have orders to report such 
cases with time the lighta are out, and 
that the gas company dedueta amoant 
of loss from ita aoooont monthly. This 
reduction amoiontad to $50 for Oaoambtr 
and $80 in Notember. 

The question of having a brick pave- 
ment on east eide of Poplar street from 
Foreet avenue to Second waa referred to 
committee. 

The Intemallmprovement Committee 
waa ordered to repair a pavement on 
Eaat Fottrth atfeet at axpanaa of the 
owner of the property.

Washington, Jan. 6.— Senator Cul- 
lorn, chairman of the committee on 
foreign relations, had an extended 
conference with the president con- 
cerning the Cuban reciprocity treaty. 
It is his purpose to have a meeting of 
the committee on Wednesday to con- 
sider the treaty. He hopes that it 
may t>e rexNirted from the committee 
to the senate either the latter part of 
this week or f1r,= t of next, and aa soon 
as possible afterward he will move 
for its consideration by the senate. 
Senator Cullom believes that while 
some oppoaitlon to the treaty has de- 
veloped it will be ratified. 

Later Senators Aldrlch of Rhode 
Island and Poraker of Ohio had inter- 
views with the president, during 
which the status of the Cuban treaty 
was discussed briefly. Both senators 
are confident that the treaty will be 
ratified. 

President Roosevelt's confidence in 
the success of the treaty has not been 
shaken In the least hy the rumors of 
opposition. In fact, during the past 
few daya, he haa received aaauranees 
from some of the senators who last 
spring opposed the Cuban legislation 
that they would support the treaty. It 
la uqderatood alao that many of toe 
beet augar men have withdrawn their 
opposition to the ratification of the 
treaty. This action they have indi- 
cated to the president and to senators 
who stood with them last spring in 
the fight againat the proposed Cuban 
legislation. 

it is pointed out by administration 
aenatora that there is no likelihood, 
aa previoualy auggeated. that, in the 
event of the extension to Cuba of 
tariff concessions, Germany, France 
or other European nations will ask 
for similar advantages under the fav- 
ored nation clause. They might re- 
quest that similar concessions be 
granted to them, it is said, hut they 
could not ask for or demand them as 
a matter of right Their reaueat would 
be a aubject for consideration and ne- 
gotiation.' 

btryehnine In Whisky. 

Colorado Springs. Colo. .Jan r,. — 
Mra. J. B. Bailey, wife of a coachman 
of George M. Kllbome, was declared 
to be out of danger from strychnine 
poisoning taken Into her system by 
(irlnking from a wl)ls1<y lioltlc from 
which her husband bad drunk. He 
died In agony. The oaae promlaea to 
develop one of the greatest murder 
mysteries In the history of the Pike's 
Peak region. Mrs. Bailey sincp her 
recovery tells a story that indicates 
that aome one deliberately poisoned 
her bnaband by moans of a bottle of 
whisky given him a« a New Year's 
preaent. 

New Submarine Boat

Seveatf-f ight New RonteH to Be Added la

WasaiMQTOM, Jan. 2.— Between this 
time and April 1 the offloea of between 

seventy-five and eighty-five fourth-class 
postn<asters in Kentucky will be abol- 
ished, and the aame number of star 
routes abandoned. Within the same 
period seventy-eight new rural free de- 
livery routes will be established in the 
Blue Qraaa State. Twelve of theee new 
routee will be put into operation on Feb- 
ruary 1, thirt7*three on March 1 and 
thirty-thraa on AprU L There will be 
appointed for each route one carrier and 
one substitute carrier, making a total of 
166 appointments, within the next three 
montba. The aalary of each eantor will 
be $600 a year. 

Not ainoe the rural free delivery aya- 
tem haa baan la oparatloB haa the Poat> 
office Department given bo much con- 
sideration at one time to the postal 
needs of ninl aaetiona of Kantm^ aa 
they wiU laoalva during the nazt alrnty 
days. 

It was estimated by Soparintendent 
Machen, of the free deUvary diviaion, 
this afternoon, that between 80,000 and 
60,000 farmers and rural residents will 
receive the benefits of free delivery 
through the operation of the aeventy- 
eight routes in (|ue8tiou, and that an 
area of between 2,000 and 2,600 square 
miles will ba covered. 

On January 1, of this year, li:i rural 
routee were in operation in Kentucky, 
and therefore this number will be in- 
creased to 191 by April 1, and the aggre- 
gate population benefited will be about 
140,000. On an average about one fourth- 
claaa poatofBca ia aboliahad for every 
new rural roata that la aatabUahed, 
and one star foata ia a b andonad gt the 
same time. 

Altogether 324 petitions for rural free 
delivery have baon filed with the Post- 
office Department, and of these, as in- 
dicated before, 191 have already been, or 
are about to be, acted upon favorably.

Willemstadt, C\iraroa. Jan. 5.— The 
revolutionists are advancing in three 
columns on Qeneral Caatro'a army. A 
desperate fight occurred Saturday 
night within eight miles of the city 
of Caracas, resulting favorably to the 
revolutionists. They are cutting all 
the telegraph llnee, tearing up tha 
railroad tracke and are hourly ex- 
pected In the immedldate neighbor- 
hood of the city. A condition of ex- 
treme panic prevails among those 
who have heretofbro beUaved that 
Castro was invincible. 

A committee of the most prominent 
citizens baa gone to President Castro 
and made representations of how 
hopelessly untenable la hia position. 
But. ho Inslata OD holding on tintll his 
forces are defeated in a di'ci.sive bat- 
til' It .'!ci nis that this cannot be tar 
distant. President Castro ia already 
planning what he shall do when the 
inevitfibly comes, but he will make a 
desperate fight before quitting as he 
has no chance to escape. The only 
alternative Is Imprlaonment. 

No attempt Is now being made by 
the allicK to conceal the fact that they 
are affording assistance to the revo- 
lutlonlata.
